FIGHTING IN THE DESERT.

GALLANT DASH OF ARMOURED 
CARS.

The Siwa oasis, which was the scene of t 
latest exploit oe aa armoured cars, =, wenn 
the headquarters of the Senussi gince their ~ 
pulsion from the eastern oasis in ty as on 
is separated from our base on the coast AR 
rhiles of desert, and the steep escarpment, where 
the Libyan plateau dips sharply down into & 
hollow below the level of the sea, forms & 
natural wall which shuts it off from the outer 
world. Owing to the great distance to | 
traversed, the striking torce had to consist 
entirely of cats, which et the end of their 
journey had to find their way down this belt of 
cliffs, almost impassable for wheeled traffic. It 
was the combination of these two obstacles 
which gave the Senussi confidence that in this 
remote refuge of @ lost cause they were at last 
safe from pursuit. i 
The enterprise was o fitting climax to the 
series of brilliant successes which our armoured 
cars have achieved in the western desert. 
more lonely and desolate country than that be- 
tween the coast and Siwa could hardly be 
imagined. After the first fifty miles the 
country is absolutely featureless, barren waste 
till the oasis is reached. It was bitterly cold at 
night, and, as the force carried no tents, each 
man had simply to scrape a hole for himself 
and creep into it The 200 miles of desert were 
covered without mishap. The dash had been 
carried out with such secrecy and despatch that 
the enemy knew nothing about it till it was an 
accomplished fact. According to the statements 
of prisoners, the first indication anyone had of 
our presence was hearing the noise of the 
motors. They thought at first that the sound 
eame from an acroplane; then through glasses 
they made out the cara, which had actually -got 
down into the oasis without ever having been 
observed. 


ENEMY LOCATED IN ENTRENCHED 
POSITION. 

The enemy was located in a strongiy en- 
trenched position on the rocky escarpment over- 
looking the detached oasis of Girba, some fifteen 
miles vo the west of Biwa. His strength was 8U0 
rifles, with two mountain guns and two machine 
guns. Our force at once attacked, and the en- 
gagement began at ten minutes past ten by 
tLe armoured cars dashing up to within 800 
yards of the enemy’s position and opéning fire 
with their machine guns. Owing to the 
dificult nature of the ground over which 
the cars were operating, two of the armoured 
cars which took part in the initial rush got 
stuck in the marshy. ground surrounding whe 
springs in the oasis. One remarkable result -of 
this was that when, at a later period, other 
cars were detached to both flanks to try and 
find a way of climbing the escarpment a single 
armoured car was engaging the whole enemy 
force for threequarters of an hour. ‘T'wo light 
cars were sent along the road towards BSiwa, 
and after going about six miles captured a

Women and National Service. 


' The organisation of women for National 
Service has begun in earnest in England. 
Those who are already of the wage-earning 
class are, of course, in direct demand 
through the ordinary channels of employ- 
ment. The National Lervice Department, 
however, will endeavour to make use of the 
services of women who have not been accus- 
tomed to such work as now has to be done 
or have never ventured into’ employment 
at all. It will also introduce them to 
occupations to which hitherto women have 
been strangers--for instance, the felling 
and preparation of trees. In this case they 
will be taught the work by Canadian 
women (already on the Department's 
books) who are familiar with it. These 
tasks, as Mr. Prothero said about farm- 
work, will not be a matter of lilac sun- 
bonnets. It has been intimated that 
the Flying Corps will soon want 
six thousand women; that the Voluntary 
Aid Detachments will need recruits; that 
there js room for more nurses, and that 
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helpers. The most interesting announce- 
ment—though it does not imply a large 
amount of employment—is that concern- 
ing the scheme for the house-to-house col- 
lection of all spare woollen and cotton 
stuffs which might be thrown away. All

SOIL CLEARED. 

The Press Association Correspondent at Head- 
quarters, telegraphing yesterday, says These 
are stirring days upon the Western front. After 
many months of almost wholly static warfare it 
needs some effort of fancy. to realise that our 
troops ere now engaged in open field campaign- 
ing, that British cavalry patréls are skirmishing 
with small parties of Uhlans, and that batteries 
of artillery are constantly. galloping across coun- 
try to take up new positions, covering the re- 
treating enemy. The rapidity of our advance 
has unquestionably upset the calculations of the 
enemy. Position after position, in which he 
might well have calculated to make a stand, he 
is being driven from by the weight of our 
columns, and during the past 48 hours we have 
pushed the Germans off . something like 200 
square miles of French soil. What we presume 
they had intended to be an ordinary retirement, 
masked by frequent delaying actions, has de- 
veloped into a rapid retreat, and our patrols are 
fighting their rearguards all the way,. and at 
times driving these in very close upon the main 
enemy forces. | 


THE VICTORY MARCH. 

Describing the rapid moves of the Anglo- 
French Army, Mr. G, H. Perris, the correspond- 
ent of the Daily Telegraph, says :—All along 
the line from the junction with the British, 
round the corner to the Aisne, all the roads are 
alive with blue serpentine columns of cheerful, 
brown-faced men of the line, hooded carts and 
motor lorries bringing up supplies, field kitchens 
with smoking chimneys, machine gun sections, 
and Red Cross detachments. “ Forward '—the 
artillery takes up the cry, and off they go. 
There are some. cavalry about, including tur- 
baned Africans on wiry little horses, and' the 
special services essential to a modern. army. 
“Forward '” everywhere—all up hill and down 
dale, through fields of barbed wire that yester- 
day seemed prodigiously orgs pest trenches 
and hidden gun emplacements, for which yester- 
day our batteries were searching. ' Forwa 
all, without loss of time, but also without any 
rash haste. Why risk anything by hurry, in- 
deed? There is a universal feeling of having 
the long game completely in hand at last. 
“The difficult thing,” an officer said to me, 
“ will. be to hold our 'men in.” 


SLAVE DRIVES IN POLAND. 


Mr. Patrick Devitte, the Geneva correspon- 
dent. of the London Daily Erpress, says—A 
party of Poles who have just arrived here state, 
in the local newspapers, that the slave drives 
in Poland are worse than in Belgium. Over 
100,000 men and women have been deported to 
Germany from the Warsaw province alone. 
Since the German occupation began the misery 
of the people has been indescribable. . These 
Poles state that they saw, In a prisoners camp 
in Russia, 2,500 Russian Poles suffering from 
typhus. | 


AMERICAN’ WARLIKE 
PREPARATIONS. 

A Washington telegram says—President W1l- 
son, after conferring with the heads of various 
departments, has authorised the Navy Depart- 
ment to spend 115 million dollars to speed up 
naval construction and (6 purchase auxihary 
craft. This expenditure was recently authorised 
by Congress. Among many steps which are 
being taken by the Government to meet the 
emergency created by the submarine menace is 
the graduating of first and second classes in 
the Naval Academy. The first class will be 
graduated on March 29, and. the second class 
several weeks later. This measure will provide 
374 additional naval officers. ea 
The sinking of three American merchant ships, 
which was announced yesterday, has brought
